The  Best  Results  are  obtained  by  sowing 
the  seed  quite  thickly,  one  pound  or  quart 
to  200  or  300  square  feet,  but  sowing  one 
pound  on  400  to  500  square  feet  will  make 
an  excellent  lawn  although  not  quite  as 
quickly. 

To  Renew  Old  Lawns.  Rake  thoroughly, 
stirring  the  ground  as  much  as  possible 
without  killing  the  grass.  All  moss  and 
weeds  should  be  removed  as  far  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Sow  half  as  much  grass  seed  as  rec¬ 
ommended  for  seeding  a  new  lawn.  After 
seeding,  the  lawn  should  be  rolled.
